Sir: 

As  directed  by  you,  I  have  made  an  audit  of  the 
accounts  of  the  Town  of  Pembroke  for  the  year  ending 
December  31,  1926,  and  submit  the  following  report 
thereon : 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  Accountant  were 
examined  and  checked  in  detail.  The  receipts  reported 
by  the  several  departments  collecting  money    for  the 
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town  were  checked  with  the  department  records  and  with 
the  Treasurer's  cash  book;  and  the  expenditures  were 
checked  with  the  Selectmen's  Warrants  authorizing  pay- 
ments, and  with  the  approved  bills  and  payrolls  on  file. 

The  classification  book  was  examined  and  compared 
with  the  ledger  accounts.  The  ledger  accounts  were 
checked  and  footed,  a  trial  balance  was  taken  off,  and  a 
balance  sheet  was  prepared  showing  the  financial  con- 
dition of  the  town  as  of  December  31,  1926. 

In  order  that  the  Accountant  may  keep  a  proper 
record  of  the  department  accounts  receivable,  it  is  recom- 
mended that  in  every  case  where  a  bill  is  sent  out  by  a 
department,  a  copy  of  the  bill  be  furnished  to  the  Ac- 
countant. This  will  provide  the  information  necessary 
to  make  the  proper  entries  in  the  ledger. 

The  debt  and  interest  payments  were  checked  with 
the  amounts  falling  due,  and  with  the  cancelled  bonds, 
notes  and  coupons  on  file. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  Treasurer  were  ex- 
amined and  checked,  the  recorded  receipts  being  com- 
pared with  the  records  of  departmental  payments  to  the 
Treasurer,  and  with  the  Accountant's  books,  and  the 
expenditures  being  checked  with  the  Selectmen's  War- 
rants authorizing  the  Treasurer  to  disburse  town  funds. 

The  cash  book  was  footed,  and  the  cash  balance  was 
verified  by  a  reconciliation  of  the  bank  accounts  with  the 
bank  statements  and  a  count  of  the  cash  in  the  office. 

The  several  trust  funds  in  the  custody  of  the  Treas- 
urer were  verified  by  an  examination  of  the  savings  bank 
books,  and  were  found  to  be  as  recorded  on  the  Ac- 
countant's books. 

In  addition  to  the  trust  funds  set  up  on  the  Ac- 
countant's ledger  and  in  the  custody  of  the  Treasurer, 
an  examination  was  made  of  the  securities  of  the  George 
F.  Hatch  Educational  Fund.  This  fund  was  accepted  by 
the  town  at  the  Annual  Meeting  held  March  2,  1925,  but 
certain  legal  requirements  must  be  fulfilled  before  the 
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town  can  become  the  owner  of  record.  The  income  from 
the  fund  has  been  turned  over  by  the  present  owner  of 
record  each  year  when  received.  A  schedule  of  this 
trust  fund  is  appended  to  this  report. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  Collector  of  Taxes 
were  examined  smd  checked.  The  collections  were  com- 
pared with  the  payments  to  the  Treasurer  as  recorded 
on  the  Treasurer's  books.  The  commitments  were  checked 
with  the  Assessors'  Warrants,  the  abatements  were  veri- 
fied with  the  Assessors'  records  of  abatements  granted, 
and  the  outstanding  accounts  were  listed  and  proved  to 
the  accounts  in  the  Accountant's  ledger.  A  further 
verification  of  these  accounts  was  made  by  mailing  no- 
tices to  a  number  of  persons  whose  names  appeared  on 
the  books  as  owing  money  to  the  town,  and  from  the 
replies  received  I  am  satisfied  that  the  accounts,  as  listed, 
are  correct. 

Bills  for  private  Moth  work  done  during  the  years 
1920,  1921,  1922  and  1924  are  still  outstanding,  and  it  is 
recommended  that  these  accounts  be  closed,  either  by 
collection  or,  if  found  uncollectible,  by  abatements. 

The  Town  Clerk's  records  of  dog  and  of  hunting  and 
fishing  licenses  issued  were  examined,  and  the  payments 
to  the  County  and  State  were  verified.  The  miscellaneous 
licenses  issued  through  the  office  of  the  Town  Clerk  were 
also  examined  and  checked  with  the  payments  to  the 
Town  Treasurer. 

Tables  showing  a  reconciliation  of  the  Treasurer's 
cash,  summaries  of  the  tax  and  moth  assessment  ac- 
counts, miscellaneous  licenses  issued  by  the  Town  Clerk, 
schedules  of  the  trust  fund  transactions,  together  with 
a  balance  sheet  showing  the  financial  condition  of  the 
town  as  of  December  31,  1926,  are  appended  to  this  report. 

While  engaged  in  making  the  audit,  uniform  courtesy 
was  extended  by  the  various  town  officials,  for  which  I 
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wish,  on  behalf  of  my  assistants  and  for  myself,  to  ex- 
press appreciation.

1927  ANNUAL  MARCH  MEETING 

At  a  legal  meeting  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of 
Pembroke  qualified  to  vote  in  town  affairs  and  elections, 
held  at  Assembly  Hall  on  Monday,  March  7th,  1927,  at 
7  o'clock  P.  M.,  under  a  Warrant  issued  by -the  Selectmen, 
dated  February  21,  1927,  action  was  taken  on  the  follow- 
ing articles  in  the  Warrant  as  follows : 

Article  1.  To  hear  and  act  on  reports  of  town 
officers  and  committees.

To  see  what  sums  of  money  the  town  will 
raise  by  taxation  and  appropriate  to  defray  the  necessary 
and  usual  expenses  of  the  several  departments  of  the 
town  for  the  fiscal  year  1927,  and  especially  for  any  and

Voted — That  the  Town  Treasurer,  with  the  approval 
of  the  Selectmen,  be  and  hereby  is  authorized  to  borrow

There  are  at  present  three  inmates  at  the  Town  In- 
firmary, all  men,  one  inmate  being  admitted  during  the 
year  1927. 

The  question  of  caring  for  the  outside  needy  varies 
from  year  to  year,  and  sometimes  the  Board  of  Health  is 
called  upon  for  aid,  before  the  cases  are  taken  over  by 
the  Overseers. 

We  are  obliged  to  aid  all  worthy  needy  upon  applica- 
tion, whether  or  not  they  belong  to  Pembroke,  as  regards 
to  settlement,  as  long  as  they  live  in  town. 

In  cases  where  the  settlement  is  not  in  this  town,  the 
Town  of  Pembroke  is  reimbursed  by  the  city  or  town  from 
which  they  have  their  settlement,  or  else  by  the  State. 

We  are  asking  for  the  same  amount  this  year  (1928), 
as  we  did  for  1927,  namely  $3,750.

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Report  of  Appropriation  Committee 


Following  the  custom  of  the  past  few  years,  the 
Committee  has  compiled  a  table  showing  the  appropria- 
tions and  expenditures  for  the  past  year,  and  the  various 
departmental  budgets  submitted,  and  the  amounts  recom- 
mended for  the  year  1928,  which  will  be  found  on  page  93 
of  this  report;  also  other  items  which  may  be  of  general 
interest. 

The  town  is  in  good  financial  condition,  the  Town 
Debt  being  now  $16,000.  The  outstanding  notes  on  the 
Central  Grade  School  have  been  reduced  to  $7,000, 
$4,000  of  which  is  due  this  year,  and  $3,000  in  1929. 
Notes  on  the  High  School  Addition  are  now  $9,000, 
$5,000  of  which  is  due  this  year  and  $4,000  in  1929. 

The  Assessors  report  an  increase  of  $90,125  in  tax- 
able property,  which  is  little  below  the  average  for  the 
past  few  years.  This  is  partly  due  to  fire  losses.  Several 
new  private  dwellings  have  been  built  during  1927,  as 
well  as  additions  to  West's  Box  Mill  and  to  the  Clapp 
Rubber  Company,  which  no  doubt  will  increase  the  tax- 
able property  the  .average  amount  this  year. 

The  town  is  well  provided  with  road  equipment, 
snow  removal  equipment,  and  for  fire  protection.  To 
keep  up  the  efficiency  of  the  different  departments,  new 
equipment  and  replacement  of  worn  out  machinery  will 
be  necessary  from  time  to  time,  but  until  a  suitable  build- 
ing is  provided  to  house  what  the  town  already  has,  the 
Committee  is  opposed  to  additional  equipment. 

As  in  most  towns,  the  School  Department  and  the 
Highway  Department  continue  to  be  the  chief  depart- 
ments of  the  town,  and  while  the  State  contributes  sub- 
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stantial  sums  towards  their  maintenance,  the  town  ap- 
propriates a  large  amount,  and  requires  the  greater  pro- 
portion of  the  money  raised  each  year,  and  is  increasing 
annually. 

It  is  thought  by  the  School  Committee  that  the 
present  facilities  will  take  care  of  the  school  needs  for 
the  next  few  years.  The  number  of  school  children,  how- 
ever, is  increasing  steadily,  there  being  about  a  10  per 
cent  gain  over  the  number  in  1926,  and  before  long  the 
town  will  have  to  meet  the  problem  of  a  new  school  build- 
ing, or  an  enlargement  of  the  present  ones. 

The  Central  Grade  School  and  the  addition  to  the 
High  School  of  extra  rooms,  is  a  marked  improvement 
over  the  school  facilities  of  a  few  years  ago.  The  build- 
ings are  well  lighted,  have  good  ventilation,  and  modern 
toilets  and  lavatories.  There  is  still  a  serious  lack  of 
water  in  the  town's  water  system  to  provide  for  proper 
sanitary  conditions,  and  some  action  by  the  town  to  have 
an  ample  supply  at  all  times  is  necessary.  The  standing 
of  our  schools  depends  largely  on  its  supervision  and 
teachers.  The  High  School,  some  years  ago,  was  put 
into  Class  B,  which,  considering  the  amount  of  money 
used  for  the  support  of  the  school,  is  not  a  satisfactory 
condition.  With  the  improved  facilities  and  the  present 
standing  of  the  work  shown  by  the  school  authorities  and 
teachers,  there  is  good  reason  to  believe,  it  will  soon  be 
placed  again  in  Class  A. 

The  Committee  have  recommended  to  the  School 
Committee  the  importance  of  increasing  the  amount  of 
fire  insurance  on  the  school  buildings,  which  we  believe 
has  not  been  adequate  protection  against  possible  fire 
losses,  and  it  is  understood  that  they  have  taken  the 
necessary  action  to  give  the  added  protection  in  this 
respect. 

The  Highway  Department  completed  the  High  Street 
construction  this  year,  adding  about  a  mile  of  a  type  of 
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road  which  should  give  good  service  for  some  time.  Cen- 
ter Street  appropriation  has  added  about  two-thirds  of  a 
mile  of  new  road  to  this  street.  While  $6,000  was  appro- 
priated, the  cost  of  survey,  and  the  amount  paid  for  land 
damages,  together  with  the  amount  charged  up  for  the 
use  of  our  own  road  apparatus,  resulted  in  using  the  lion's 
share  of  the  money  provided,  with  a  consequent  loss  to 
the  road  itself.  This  example  of  following  out  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  County  with  respect  to  surveys  of  all 
new  roads,  with  the  attendant  land  damages,  and  the 
claim  made  by  some  that  our  own  road  equipment  should 
be  charged  up  to  the  job  has  taken,  in  this  instance,  about 
two-thirds  of  the  road  dollar.  It  is  a  question  whether,  on 
some  of  our  roads,  this  policy  is  best  for  the  town,  espe- 
cially on  roads  off  the  main  highway.  It  at  least  proves 
that  it  is  a  costly  undertaking,  and  in  some  cases  it  is 
doubtful  if  the  cost  is  commensurate  with  the  advantages 
claimed. 

It  is  quite  definitely  understood  that  the  State  and 
County  are  ready  to  construct  a  new  stone  road  on  Lake, 
Plain  and  School  Streets  this  year.  The  State  and  County 
will  contribute  very  generously  for  this  construction,  and 
this  committee  is  on  record  favoring  that  the  town  ap- 
propriate its  share  of  the  expense  to  construct  one-half  of 
the  road  this  year  and  eventually  to  the  Kingston  line. 

The  Highway  Surveyor  recommends  the  policy  of 
putting  in  at  least  a  piece  of  so-called  permanent  type 
of  road  each  year,  and  in  this  the  committee  concur. 
Wampatuck,  Dwelley  and  Forest  Streets  are  streets 
which  need  this  type  of  road.  Forest  Street,  we  believe, 
is  in  most  need  of  reconstruction. 

Attention  is  called  to  the  proposition  of  a  town  water 
supply,  since  it  is  probable  the  subject  will  come  up  for 
consideration  through  an  article  in  our  Town  Warrant 
this  year.  The  town  is  favored  in  the  respect  of  having 
an  abundant  supply  of  water  near  at  hand.  Our  numer- 
ous ponds  have  attracted  many  who  have  built  on  their 
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shores,  but  the  water  itself,  and  the  use  to  which  it  may 
be  put,  has  not  been  taken  advantage  of. 

With  a  modern  pumping  station  within  the  town,  and 
plenty  of  water  to  be  had  for  the  pumping,  little  reason- 
ing will  convince  anyone  that  a  beginning  should  be  made, 
and  eventually  to  lay  a  water  main  through  the  town  to 
the  Hanover  line.  The  cost  would  not  be  prohibitive. 
The  advantages  include  fire  protection  to  homes,  to  pub- 
lic buildings,  and  greatly  reduced  fire  insurance  rates. 
Increase  the  valuation  of  property,  and  an  added  induce- 
ment to  home  builders,  the  result  of  which  is  growth  to 
the  town.  The  Committee  believe  that  no  single  project 
would  benefit  the  town  as  a  whole  as  much  as  favorable 
action  to  this  end.

The  Board  of  Engineers  believe  that  North  Pembroke 
has  inadequate  fire-fighting  equipment  in  proportion  to 
the  amount  of  assessed  valuation.  Pembroke  Center  has 
no  immediate  fire  protection.  High  Street  has  a  very 
efficient  piece  of  apparatus,  but  inasmuch  as  it  is  mounted 
on  a  Ford  chassis,  and  carries  only  one  chemical  tank,  it 
will  not  pass  the  requirements  of  the  Fire  Underwriters, 
consequently  the  property  owners  in  this  section  of  the 
town  are  paying  $2.25  per  thousand  more  for  fire  insur- 
ance than  the  property  owners  in  North  and  East  Pem- 
broke. 

The  Board  of  Engineers  have  this  problem  under 
consideration,  and  we  are  endeavoring  to  formulate  plans 
which  will  give  every  section  of  the  town  immediate  fire 
protection,  and  a  uniform  insurance  rate.  We  feel  that 
this  matter  should  be  studied  very  carefully  from  every 
angle  in  order  to  promote  the  greatest  efficiency  with  the 
least  possible  expense  to  the  town.  We  are,  therefore, 
witholding  any  definite  recommendations  for  the  solution 
of  this  problem  until  our  next  annual  town  meeting. 

In  submitting  this  report  we  desire  to  express  our 
appreciation  for  the  co-operation  given  us  by  the  town 
officials  and  citizens  in  general.  The  greater  the  number 
of  fires,  the  greater  the  financial  loss  to  every  tax  payer. 
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Fire  insurance  rates  are  based  on  actual  fire  losses.  Every 
property  is,  therefore,  interested  in  reducing  this  menace.

The  School  Classification  Book  required  by  the  State 
Department  does  not  agree  exactly  as  to  the  distribution 
of  items,  with  the  classification  book  furnished  the  Town 
Accountant  by  the  State  Accounting  Department,  and  for 
that  reason  there  is  a  slight  variation  in  the  classification 
of  accounts,  but  in  the  total  expenditures  the  School 
Department  books  and  the  Town  Accountant's  agree. 


The  reason  for  the  transfer  of  $32.82  from  the  Re- 
serve Fund  to  the  School  Fund  is  not  because  the  town 
did  not  vote  the  budget  asked  for,  but  because  of  an  un- 
expected expenditure  of  money  ($140.50),  for  the  tuition 
and  subsequent  transportation  of  six  pupils  living  close 
to  the  Marshfield  line,  of  which  the  committee  had  no 
knowledge  until  the  bill  came  in. 

It  was  found  to  be  less  costly  to  transport  these  pupils 
to  our  own  schools,  and  to  do  this  it  was  necessary  to 
increase  the  mileage,  at  a  cost  of  ten  dollars  ($10)  per 
week  for  transportation,  a  total  of  $220,  making  the  total 
expenditure  of  these  items  $360.50. 

We  were  obliged  to  curtail  in  every  way  possible,  but 
could  not,  even  then,  live  within  the  budget. 

There  are  two  unpaid  bills  amounting  to  $95.62, 
which  the  committee  is  asking  the  town  to  take  care  of  at 
the  March  meeting,  as  the  Reserve  Fund  was  exhausted, 
and  the  Finance  Committee  were  not  able  to  pay  them.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  ANNUAL  REPORT 

To  the  School  Committee: 

In  submitting  my  third  annual  report  it  is  a  pleasure 
to  note  a  distinct  improvement  in  the  schools  in  general. 

This  condition  has  come  about  from  two  reasons: 
the  re-distribution  of  the  grades  to  the  various  schools, 
and  the  faithful  work  of  the  teachers.  This  improvement 
has  been  marked  since  the  opening  of  school  in  September. 

The  present  enrollment  is  the  highest  in  the  history 
of  the  town.  Altogether  296  different  pupils  have  been 
enrolled  since  September,  and  the  present  membership  is 
280.  I  believe  we  may  expect  a  steady  yearly  increase. 
The  capacity  of  the  present  school  plant  is  350  pupils. 

The  High  and  Central  buildings  are  in  excellent  con- 
dition, and  will  require  only  minor  repairs  in  1928. 

It  is  the  intention  of  the  committee  to  re-ceiling  the 
second  room  at  the  Bryantville  building,  and  to  paint  the 
trimmings  of  the  outside.  There  should  be  some  work 
done  on  the  grounds  at  this  school. 

The  following  resignations  and  elections  occurred 
during  the  year: 

Resigned— Grace  Richmond,  Nathan  P.  Arnold  and 
Catherine  Finn,  High. 

Elected — Elizabeth  Rice,  Francis  Harrington  and 
George  Shea,  High. 

Mr.  Charles  Young  resigned  as  janitor  of  the  High 
and  Central  Schools,  October  15.  Edward  E.  Gill  was 
appointed  to  the  position. 

At  no  time  since  I  came  to  Pembroke  have  I  been  so 
hopeful  for  the  progress  of  the  schools.  The  public  sup- 
port has  been  most  helpful,  and  under  the  present  condi- 
tions a  fine  future  is  assured  for  the  schools.

Water  Supply 

The  inadequacy  of  our  water  supply  has  been  a 
source  of  annoyance  and  expense  at  frequent  intervals 
ever  since  the  installation  of  the  system.  I  wish  to  state 
that  this  condition  is  not,  in  any  way,  because  of  defects 
in  the  mechanical  equipment  installed  by  the  water  com- 
mittee of  1926. 

We  have  hoped  against  hope  that  the  well  would 
flow  freely  enough  to  give  us  a  good  supply.  This  hope 
must  now  be  abandoned,  as  it  has  been  demonstrated 
beyond  question  that  the  well  does  not  tap  a  free-flowing 
vein  of  water.  At  the  time  of  writing  this  report,  the 
water,  over  a  period  of  ten  days,  has  not  increased  more 
than  a  few  inches,  and  now  barely  comes  to  the  intake 
pipe.  We  have  been  obliged  to  make  temporary  arrange- 
ments with  J.  J.  Shepherd  &  Sons,  and  both  schools  are 
now  being  supplied  from  the  Shepherd  System. 

Whether  by  sinking  the  well  deeper  the  trouble  will 
be  overcome  is  a  matter  of  speculation.  I  recommend  that 
the  committee  place  an  article  in  the  Town  Warrant  to  see 
if  the  town  will  take  action  towards  furnishing  an  ade- 
quate water  supply  for  the  High  and  Central  Schools. 

Your  attention  and  that  of  the  citizens  is  called  par- 
ticularly to  the  report  of  the  Principal  of  the  High  School. 
I  am  pleased  to  endorse  and  emphasize  all  the  suggestions 
contained  therein. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  School  Committee  for  their  un- 
failing support.

REPORT  OF  HIGH  SCHOOL  PRINCIPAL 

Pembroke,  Massachusetts, 
December  31,  1927. 

Mr.  John  H.  Parker, 

Superintendent  of  Schools, 

Kingston,  Massachusetts 
Dear  Mr.  Parker: 

In  reporting  on  the  affairs  of  the  Pembroke  High 
School  for  the  past  year  I  am  unable  to  cite  any  startling 
or  revolutionary  undertakings.  Perhaps  we  are  over- 
conservative.  It  seems  necessary,  in  any  event,  to  cut 
our  garment  according  to  the  size  of  our  cloth,  and  that  is 
what  we  are  trying  to  do. 

In  other  words,  our  work  is  going  on  in  a  quiet  way, 
with  the  object  of  gradually  raising  the  scholarship  stan- 
dards and  the  physical,  social  and  ethical  morale  of  the 
school. 

We  have  a  congenial  and  co-operative  group  of  teach- 
ers, and  our  school  rooms  are  occupied  by  pupils  whose 
little  misdeeds  are  the  result  of  carelessness  and  thought- 
lessness, rather  than  vicious  intent. 

I  am  fully  convinced  that  the  most  serious  stumbling 
block  in  the  way  of  better  scholastic  results  on  the  part  of 
a  considerable  number  of  the  pupils  lies  in  the  fact  that 
they  have  never  acquired  the  habit  of  "getting  the 
thought  from  the  printed  page."  On  the  whole,  there 
appears  to  be  a  fairly  satisfactory  mastery  of  the  mechan- 
ics of  reading,  but  the  thought-content  factor  falls  far 
short  of  a  desirable  level.  Perhaps  the  most  obvious 
demonstration  of  this  is  to  be  found  in  the  many  ineffec- 
tual attempts  to  analyze  the  meaning  of  "problems"  that 
appear  in  the  work  in  arithmetic,  algebra  and  geometry. 
If  structural  analysis  of  sentences  could  be  taught,  not  as 
an  objective  in  itself,  but  purely  in  connection  with 
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thought  analysis,  I  believe  that  many  of  our  pupils  could 
be  brought  to  an  appreciably  higher  level  of  accomplish- 
ment. 

In  the  second  place  I  think  we  must  admit  that,  as  a 
whole,  the  attitude  towards  study  leaves  much  to  be  de- 
sired. I  fear  that  too  many  pupils  have  been — and  still 
are — "getting  by,"  without  any  worth-while  application  of 
either  time  or  mental  effort. 

I  realize  that,  with  our  limited  offerings  in  subject 
matter,  a  considerable  number  of  pupils  are  obliged  to 
study  subjects  in  which  they  have  little  or  no  interest,  and 
for  which  they  have  little  or  no  natural  aptitude.  But 
even  granting  these  conditions,  most  of  them  could,  with- 
out impairing  their  physical  health  or  a  reasonable  enjoy- 
ment of  life,  produce  much  better  results. 

In  this  connection  it  is  possible  that  a  closer  coopera- 
tion between  the  school  and  the  home  might  materially 
improve  conditions.  To  this  end  we  wish  to  take  this 
opportunity  to  extend  a  cordial  invitation  to  all  parents — 
and  in  fact  to  all  citizens  of  the  community — to  visit  us, 
observe  the  work,  confer  with  the  teachers  and  obtain 
first-hand  information  regarding  our  efforts  and  our  ac- 
complishments. 

The  remodeled  school  building,  now  in  its  second  year 
of  usefulness,  is  proving  highly  satisfactory,  and  the  wis- 
dom of  the  town  in  providing  these  improved  physical 
conditions  is  clearly  demonstrated. 

Without  loading  up  the  school  with  cumbersome  ma- 
chinery of  operation,  we  have  made  some  efforts  to  intro- 
duce extra-classroom  activities  and  to  develop  qualities  of 
individual  initiative  and  individual  and  group  self-reliance. 

Without  claiming  any  great  accomplishments  along 
these  lines,  we  would  call  attention  to  the  beginnings  of 
work  in  chorus  singing,  to  at  least  an  incipient  orchestra, 
to  our  efforts  along  athletic  lines — made  almost  entirely 
without  any  physical  facilities—,  to  our  school  associa- 
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tion,  our  school  paper,  our  dramtic  club,  our  commercial 
club,  the  pupil  management  of  our  school  assemblies,  the 
several  health  activities,  including  the  lunch  room,  and  to 
our  poultry  club  and  Hi-Y  club — the  two  latter  activities 
conducted  by  outside  agencies,  but  on  the  school  premises 
and  in  school  time. 

I  trust  that  the  factors  which  have  kept  the  school 
from  the  approved  list  of  the  State  Board  of  Education 
have  been  so  far  eliminated  that  a  further  inspection  at 
some  time  during  the  latter  part  of  the  present  school 
year  may  find  justification  for  a  Class  A  rating.

Allow  me  to  submit  the  following  report  on  music  in 
the  public  schools  of  Pembroke  for  the  year  1927. 

The  early  grades  devote  much  of  their  time  to  the 
training  of  the  voice  and  the  acquiring  of  a  musical  spirit 
in  the  singing  of  rote  songs,  also  in  mastering  the  early 
principles  of  the  music  language. 

In  the  intermediate  grades  emphasis  is  being  placed 
upon  tone  quality,  rythmetic  problems  and  intelligent 
interpretation  of  the  song  material. 

Junior  High  music  consists  largely  of  three-part 
chorus  work.    They  are  doing  very  good  work. 

At  the  High  School  the  interest  shown  is  most  grati- 
fying. 

We  have  made  a  beginning  in  Pembroke,  by  organiz- 
ing an  orchestra.  It  is  earnestly  hoped  that  in  the  future 
there  will  be,  among  the  pupils  entering  the  Junior  and 
Senior  High  School  each  year,  a  sufficient  number  trained 
in  the  various  orchestral  instruments  to  make  that  organi- 
zation a  permanent  one. 

I  am  grateful  to  the  teachers  as  well  as  the  superin- 
tendent for  the  excellent  support  they  have  given  me.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISOR  OF  DRAWING 
To  the  Superintendent  and  School  Committee: 

The  drawing  in  all  the  grades  and  all  the  schools  is 

progressing  very  well  this  year. 

In  the  lower  grades  very  careful  and  exact  line  work 
from  blackboard  subjects,  calculated  to  take  in  every  line 
that  may  be  used  in  the  building  up  of  any  form  required, 
is  giving  the  children  an  excellent  foundation  for  the  more 
difficult  work  required  in  the  upper  grades  later. 

That  this  careful  elementary  work  does  give  the  re- 
sults sought  for  is  quite  evident  from  the  work  our  boys 
and  girls  achieve  in  the  upper  grades  later.  In  fact,  most 
of  the  work  from  the  fourth  grade  up  gives  ample  proof 
of  the  fact. 

An  exhibit  of  this  work  at  the  High  School  during 
graduation  last  June  demonstrated  fully  that  Pembroke 
holds  her  own  in  drawing  with  other  towns. 

We  have  many  different  kinds  of  work  under  way, 
all  calculated  to  make  exact  and  careful  draftsmen. 

The  teachers  work  and  help,  with  the  understanding 
that  years  of  this  work  have  given  them. 

I  would  like  to  testify  to  the  help  and  appreciation  of 
the  superintendent,  teachers  and  committee,  in  doing  all 
that  is  possible  to  get  results.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  PHYSICIAN 

School  Committee  and  Superintendent, 
Pembroke,  Massachusetts : 

As  it  appears  to  me  there  are  four  important  func- 
tions of  a  school  physician : 

1.  A  general  supervision  of  the  health  of  all  the 
pupils. 

2.  Reducing  the  amount  of  sickness  to  a  minimum. 

3.  Detection  and  treatment  of  contagious  diseases. 

4.  Treatment  of  accidents. 

In  the  operation  of  the  first  of  these  functions  the 
doctor  makes  a  physical  examination  of  each  pupil  at  least 
once  a  year.  If  any  defect  or  abnormal  condition  is  found, 
such  as  organic  disease,  enlarged  tonsils,  adenoids,  a  re- 
port with  recommendation  is  sent  to  parents  or  guardian 
in  each  case.  In  addition  to  this  there  is  the  constant 
endeavor  to  establish  in  each  pupil  by  means  of  ingenious 
posture  exercises  correct  bony,  muscular  and  nervous 
form  and  action.  This  part  of  the  physical  training  is 
under  the  able  management  of  our  school  nurse,  Mrs. 
Gillette.  All  this  work  has  for  its  definite  object  the 
building  up  of  a  community  of  strong,  healthy  young 
people,  each  having,  as  the  ancients  used  to  say,  "a  sound 
mind  in  a  sound  body." 

During  the  year  1927  about  eight  per  cent  of  the 
pupils  were  found  to  have  enlarged  and  diseased  tonsils 
and  adenoids,  but  through  the  generally  hearty  co-opera- 
tion of  the  parents  these  defects  so  detrimental  to  health 
and  scholastic  progress  were  remedied. 

The  second  item  in  the  foregoing  list  of  functions  is 
important  because  in  addition  to  the  damage  to  health, 
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sickness  causes  absence  from  school.  It  is  one  of  the  few 
unquestionable  reasons  for  non-attendance.  In  addition 
to  the  loss  to  the  child  of  the  golden  hours  of  school  time 
there  is  a  direct  loss  to  the  town  of  about  fifty  cents  for 
each  pupil's  daily  absence.  With  this  in  mind  we  endeavor 
to  detect  and  arrest  as  quickly  as  possible  each  case  of 
illness.  Teachers  and  school  nurse  discover  signs  of  sick- 
ness, the  physician  is  summoned  if  need  be  and  the  ma- 
chinery for  aborting  or  checking  the  ailment  is  set  in 
motion.  Many  times  during  the  year  I  have  been  called 
to  a  school  for  this  purpose. 

Closely  associated  with  the  second  function — and 
indeed  with  the  first — is  the  third,  detection  of  contagious 
diseases.  But  here  we  have  the  added  concern,  the  pre- 
vention of  the  spread  of  disease  to  healthy  children.  One 
begins  to  realize  the  seriousness  of  a  contagious  disease 
in  school  when  one  remembers  that  not  only  the  person 
afflicted,  but  others  who  have  been  in  close  contact  with 
him  must  be  excluded  for  a  period  of  time.  During  the 
year  the  only  menace  we  had  of  this  character  was  from 
chickenpox.  Fortunately  the  disease  was  checked  before 
it  had  gained  much  headway.  In  October  and  November 
teachers,  nurse  and  physician  were  much  concerned  about 
infantile  spinal  paralysis,  and  all  kept  a  sharp  lookout  for 
signs  of  the  dreaded  disease,  but  by  good  fortune  the  town 
escaped.  There  were,  indeed,  very  few  cases  of  conta- 
gious disease  during  1927. 

Only  one  major  accident  occurred  at  the  schools  dur- 
ing the  time  covered  by  this  report.  In  May  a  boy,  Philip 
Shift0,  member  of  a  visiting  baseball  team,  suffered  the 
fracture  of  his  leg. 

At  the  time  this  report  is  written,  December  13,  Mrs. 
Gillette  and  I  are  hoping  that  the  superintendent,  the 
School  Committee  and  the  town  will  consider  favorably 
the  proposition  of  purchasing  a  camera,  cabinet  and  other 
fixtures  for  the  taking  of  silhouettes  of  each  pupil  at 
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regular  intervals,  thus  aiding  in  large  measure  the  posture 
work  of  the  schools.

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  and 
School  Committee : 

The  following  is  my  report  as  School  Nurse  for  the 
year  1927. 

The  regular  physical  and  dental  examinations  have 
been  carried  on  as  usual  and  the  defects  have  been  re- 
corded and  filed,  also  reported  to  the  parents.  In  most 
cases  the  reported  defects  have  been  corrected. 

The  pupils  have  been  weighed  four  times  during  the 
year,  and  those  found  to  be  10  per  cent  underweight  have 
received  special  attention. 

In  each  school  room  there  is  some  kind  of  special 
health  work  done  each  day  and  many  attractive  posters  , 
have  been  made  and  exhibited. 

In  May,  1927,  National  Health  Day  was  observed  in 
Pembroke.   The  program  was  as  follows: 

Health  songs,  posture  exercises,  health  plays  and 
competitive  marching. 

The  banner  presented  by  the  Woman's  Club  of  the 
Grange  for  the  best  marching,  was  awarded  to  the  first 
grade  of  the  Central  School,  Pembroke. 

Since  September  the  posture  work  has  been  confined 
to  the  first  six  grades,  and  I  feel  that  these  pupils  have 
done  very  good  work,  and  are  gradually  learning  the 
meaning  of  good  body  mechanics. 

I  appreciate  the  fine  co-operation  of  all  with  whom  I 
come  in  contact  in  the  school  room.
